THE TREATY REJECTED. 

The Republicans of the Senate refused 
to postpone or to amend the fisheries 
treaty. They took the untenable ground 
that the President has no right to nego- 
tiate any treaty without express authority 
from the Senate, and rejected it by a 
strict party vote. This looks like an at- 
tempt to force upon the President the,al- 
ternative of exercising the retallatory 
authority conferred upon him a year and 
a half ago, of cutting off all commer- 
cial comm tion between this country 
and Canada in the event of the seizure of 
American fishing smacks that disregard 
the three-mile limit fixed by the old 
treaty. 

Such an interruption of commercial in- 
tercourse would be incidentally profitable 
to some interests which the Senate fs in- 
clined tofavor at the expense of others, 
but the profit to them would not begin to 
compensate for the resulting damage to 
the people at large. It is a serious thing 
to involve the whole country in such dim - 
culties and dangers as must ensue unless 
Mr. CLEVELAND steers his way through 
the situation with great tact and prudence.

A MAN WITH A HISTORY. 


Joseph Duke, Who Helped to Build and Was 
Imprisoned in the Tombs. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New Tonk, August 22.—On a cot in one of 
the wards of St. Francis’ Hospital, No. 609 
Fifth street, a hardy old fellow, Joseph Duke 
by name, is slowly dying of old age. He was 
one of the men who helped to build that mass- 
ive Egyptian structure, the Tombs, and by a 
remarkable coincidence he happened to be 
the very first person ever incarcerated within 
its gloomy walls. Joseph Duke was born near 
the Battery seventy-two years ago. His father 
was an Englishman named John Duke, and 
his mother was a Frenchwoman. The 
elder Duke was a man-of-warsman on 
board the English war ship Poictiers. 
The Poictiers was one of the vessels engaged 
inthe blockade of New York harbor during 
the war of 1512. While lying near Sandy Hook 
one dark night Duke lea from the vessel 
and swam to the shore. Duke finally made 
his way to the city and after the war became 
good citizen. Young Joseph Duke learn 
the stonemason’s trade and during the winter 
worked at sail-making. When the fresh water 
pond known as the Collect, upon which 
yoting New Yorkers of the time used to skate, 
was selected asthe site for the massive city 

risou, Duke was one of the men who laid the 

t stones of the foundation. When the Tombs 
was completed in 1835 there was great rejoicing 
among the workmen. A few weeks after- 
wards, when everything made Toney for 
the reception of prisoners, Joseph, While bav- 
ing a good time with some of his friends, got 
into that hilarious condition commonly known 
among sailors as three sheets in the wind“ 
and was ignominously bundied into the Tombs 
by a policeman. Therefore, the first entry in 
the new city prison was as follows: Name, 
Joseph Duke; age, 22 years; born, New York; 
occupation, stone mason and sail-maker; 
charge, drunk and disorderly.’’ 

Duke was released the following day and 
this was the only time he was ever arrested. 
He was soon after married. His wife did not 
live long and he had no children. Duke was 
very industrious and fragal and laid away a 
comfortable fortune. For N years 
he occupied the same room in a house on 
lower Greenwich street, but when he found 
his life failing, afew weeks ago, he secured 
admission to St. Francis’ Hospital and 
there he will remain, attended dy the 
Kind pearted Sisters of Mercy, until he dies. 
He hc made all arrangements with a friend 
of many years to carry out his last wishes. 
For the past fifteen years the old fellow has 
been a constant companion of John Otten, the 
grocer, whose store was until recently at the 
corner of Bleecker and McDougal streets, and 
here he loved to sit and tell stories about old 
time events.

HEMLOCK LUMBER.

The Forests of Pennsylvania Almost En- 
tirely Denuded—Facts ahd Figures. 


Telegraph to the Post-DImspaTcu. 

NEW YORE, August 22.— There are about 
three hundred million feet of hemlock cut in 
Pennsylvania every year, and if the consump- 
tion continues the hemlock forests of that 
State will be almost completely denuded in 
from ten to fifteen years. Such was the 
startling statement made by a lumber mer- 
chant doing business in Syracuse and 
Rochester, whois himself interested in two 
saw mille in Pnnsylvanla. Like all other 


lumber merchants the gentleman is a pro- 
tectionist of the most pronounced type, and 
prociaimed his belief in the dire consequences 
of free lumber. The gentieman also 
said that there was a hemiock lumber 
trust composed of the United Lumber Co. and 
the Pennsylvania Lumber Co which con- 
trolled at least 125 out of the 156 sawmills in 
the Pennsylvania hemlock region. The trust 
tried in every way, like all other trusts, to 
Bqueeze out those who preferred to be inde- 
pendent of it. This was done by hampering 
shipments on the railroads and cutting prices 
whenever possible, although it had adopted a 
schedule of rates. These rates were from 38 to 
$6.50 ag 1,000 feet at the milis, and from §9 to 
$9.50 in any part of New York or New England 
where the most of the lumber was used. 

As all the lumber coming east was rehandled 
at Olean, N. I., the headquarters of the con- 
cern, the Syracuse lumber man could not see 
where there was any profit. Among those 
most interested were R. A. Builis of Olean 
President; Weston Bros. of Weston Milis, an 
Henry Baird of Philadelphia, where there was 
a large yard. Hemi lumber is used for 
railroad ties, docking beams in dwellings and 
floorings. Hence there are thousands of men 
more or less interested in that branch of 
the lumber industry. The difference in price 
between hemlock and pine is from $8 to $8 per 
1,000 feet. Consequently those who will have 
to use pine—the next most prolific gowth of 
wood—when the hemlook is no looger obtain- 
able, look forward toatime when free trade 
in lumber will become a necessity. Accord- 
ing to the informant there is very Tittie hem- 
lock to be had now outside of Pennsylvania, a
